Is Not Responsible for Man's 


Salvation, 


Is the Caustic Observation of Eector 


Herron, and the Truth of It Is 


Well for Women. 


Before the sermon at All Saints 


cburcb Sunday morning the. rector, 
ijev. J. J- Herron, made the follow- 
ing address on the'observance of 
Lent: 


«I have been asned to repeat this 


morning what I said last Wednesday 
in regard to the observance of the 
Lenten season. I will endeavor to do 
so and, if possible, to make it clearer. 


"You will find in the prayer book, 


just after the calendar, this admoni- 
tion: 'Days of fasting, on which the 
church requires such a measure of ab- 
stinence as is more especially suited 
to extraordinary acts and exercises of 
devotion. I. The forty days of Lent, 
etc.1 


"This admonition is always more 


or lesa misapprehended, and many 
people are under the impression that 
church members are forbidden 'Jib go 
to parties, to play cards, or'to attend 
the theater or other piacei of amuae- 
mnt during this solemn season ;anc£I 
have heard it stated that one geritle- 
man said that the ,reason why the 
men did not attend the 
> services of 


the church better than they dp was 
that the women 'were net faithful to 
the rules ef the church. 


''Aside from the facl that 'every 


tub must stand upon iis own botom,' 
and that nowhere is ij revealed that 
the women must wortfout the salva- 
tion of the men, the Remark betrays 
an ignorance of the principles which 
govern the season of lent. 
"^ 


"In the first plate, there is not 


one word said in the admonition in 
regard to amuserreuts. 
By strict 


definition the woria 'fasting1 and 
'abstinence' can ieer to nothing but 
the food that we at. 
In the second 


place, thisabstinaice is not arbitrary, 
but Is to be measured by the ability 
and the need of/ach individual soul. 
In the third plaie, the end in view is 
devotion, or th/ cultivation of the 
spiritual life, j 


"Therefore tie"question, how must 


the season b observed? must be 
answered by ach one for himself. 
For the purpof of Lent is the bene- 
fit of the iudivSual soul. It is purely 
a personal mater. 
It is not for the 


glorification ojthe church. It is not 
an arbitrary yjke which the church 
places upon He necks of her mem- 
bers to make Jiem..peculiar, to -set 
them off froi the world or from 
other Chrisitn bodies. Neither is 
its observane a part of church dis- 
cipline. Itias nothing to do with 
church disc»line. Its observance or 
non-observace has no effect upon the 
guod standig of cnurch membership. 
Its observace is not a rule of the 
church, suh as some Christian todies 
are please/to enact to regulate the 
private ations of their members. 
In this sese the church has no rules, 
except thjten commandments. 


"Whatorce then has the admoni- 


tion, if itoave not the force of a law? 
It has tn force of a law, but not a 
positive iw. It is purely a condi- 
tional laf. . The end in view is devo- 
tion, thjcultivation of the spiritnal 
life, ije law under which that cul- 
tivatioimuat be worked is a measure 
of abatience. By strict defiintion, 
abstinflce from rood;*but in practical 
eiperiace, 
wholeiine 
'Thoushalt not steal.' That is a 
law opod and of nature, and there- 
fore ^positive law. Thou shalt 'In. 
rertfe terms of the divisor and 
multjly the dividend by the result- 
ing fiction.' Tha is a law of alge- 
bra, hd therefore a conditional law. 
If y<f want to divid.e your fractions, 


you must obey the law of fractional 
division. So, if you want to cultivate 
ypur spiritual life, you must obey the 
law of that cultivation. 


"The positive and the conditional 


law of the church may be compared 
to the positive and the conditional 
laws of a college. 
Every college has 


positive laws which ^must bo obeyed 
or the student will be expelled. Then 
it has also conditional laws for the 
attainment of certain degrees. If the 
student wishes to attain a certain 
high degree, be must give not the 
minimum, but the maximum amount 
of [study, and consequently must ab- 
stain, to a certain measure, greater 
or less, from foot-ball, base-ball and 
boating. 
The church's positive laws 


are the laws of the decalogue. No- 
torious violators of these laws are 
suspended from the communion. The 
church's law of abstinence, on the 
contrary, is a conditional law and a 
purely personal law. 


'The observance of Lent is simply 


the application of this conditional 
law, instituting the soul into train- 
ing in order that it may accomplish 
its true destiny. 
The observance 


does not end with the abstinence. If 
it did it would be only hollow mock- 
ery. . The Divine requirement Is not 
abstinence, but devotion. 
God asks 


of us devotion ,,love to Him and love 
to each other, growing more and more 
intense year by year as life goes on. 
But our blessed Lord, knowing both 
what was in man and what was out- 
side of him, set forth a necessary con- 
dition. 'Then shall they fast In those 
days.' So.the church's requirement 
of Lenten abstinence is the applica- 
tion of this condition. 
It is a means 


to an end. Merely to abstain from 
pleasant food or pleasant diversion is 
not keeping Lent. To keep Lent is 
to engage in, or to aim at engaging 
in extraordinary acts and exercise of 
devotion; and a soul with this pur- 
pose in view will observe the condi- 
tion'as a matter of ^course. 


Do von say that such a law is more 


rtiili iri ro observe than were^it an 


j a.:i:ii:iiiry law? In answer, of course 


is; because it is more difficult to be 


a man than to be a machine. The 
church in the book of common prayer 
does not pander to buman infirmity 
and human laziness. 
The church 


in her educational methods is uot a 
district school, but a university. 


"I am constantly asked, is it wrong 


to do this, that and-the other during 
Lent; buo I qannot tell you unless 
you tell me what is your end in view. 
Will it be wrong [for you to attend 
the Perry recital on Wednesday even- 
ing? If you have set apart the Wed- 
nesday evenings of Lent lor spiritual 
work, for a special study of. the word 
of God in order that you may attain 
a certain degree of excellence by 
Easter, then it would be wrong ior 
you to go, in the same degree that it 
would be wrong for a college student 
to go, if by losiug that evening's

Two hundred and fifty ye^rs ago a 


severe attack of plague broke out in 
the valleys and villages of• $he Bavar- 
ian Tyrol. In fact all the larger 
towns were ^devastated by 'it. The 
little secluded village of Ober-Am- 
mergau was, however, exempt from 
the visitation, and, in order to be 
safe from infection, 
the 
village 


authorities drew a cordon about the 
hamlet, already protected by Nature's 
circle of mountains, and forbade any- 
one of the inhabitants to pass froaa 
it into the perilous outer world, 
while the conditions, of course, in- 
cluded that none should penetrate 
from the plague-stricken region into 
the charmed circle thus held exempt. 
Perhaps it never occurred to modest 
little Ober-Ammergau that any at- 
tractions within it should tempt 
strangers to break through 'the di- 
viding barrier. As it happened, how- 
ever, a native of the village, who had 
been for some time working in a vil- 
lage at the foot of the Etalberg, 
where the plague was raging furi- 
ously, was seized with a sudden home- 
sickness, and, unknown to any of the 
village magnates, returned, finding 
bis way by night over the mountains. 
Three days afterwards he lay dead of 
the fell disease, and no less than 
forty of his fellow villagers suc- 
cumbed to the same cause. In their 
agony of terror, it occurred to the 
good people of Ober-Ammergau that 
a pious vcw might propitiate Heaven 
and turn the plague from 
their 


hearths and homes. They then and 
there, in solemn assembly, consulted 
as to what would be probably most 
efficacious, that is to 3ay, pleasing to 
God. 
Finally it was resolved that 


every ten years afterwards to per- 
form, with all due reverence and 
solemnity, a play that would aet 
forth the life, death and mediation 
of the Redeemer. From that time it 
is asserted the plague was staid in 
the village and the vow had been 
kept strictly and religiously every 
ten years. The whole 
lesson of 


-Christ's life and death are thus 


shown, taught and irnpressd with a 
vividness which one must be cailous 
not to feel. It requires two miles of 
living, moving, acting pictures to 
give the passion play. Every man, 
woman and child, moved by the faint- 
est love for God, should not fail to see 
the divine drama.

Then followed speeches by 
Sanguilly, Portuondo arid Aguerro, all 
referring to the "lying statement" of 
Gomez and repeating the charges made 
against him on Saturday.

The United • States is completely 


cemmited to the arrangement made by 
Robert P. Porter; President McKin- 
ley's special representative with Gen- 
eral Gomez, and the details of the 
plan of distribution are already far 
a.dvanccd. The opinion of Cuban civ- 
ilians is that a considerable portion of 
the army, probably the larger part, 
upholds General Gomez in his con- 
tract with the 
United States, and 


therefore the American military ad- 
ministration sees.no other course open 
than the. forcible disarming of any 
faction of. tne Cijban troop's which, 
after being duly waVned, should per- 
sist in keeping the field. 


Ocbani Will Be Paid Off. 


Washington, March. 14.—The action 


of the "Cuban assembly" has given the 
government at Washington no concern 
whatever. It Is.known that the 13,000,- 
000 now on its 'way to Cuba will b'e ac- 
ceptable to the soldiers of the Cuban 
army. It matters not whether Gomez 
has been deposed or not, or whether 
he accepts his deposition. The govern- 
ment will deal with the individuals of 
the Cuban army, and the money will be 
paid to the soldiers by United States 
officers.

Found Near That Alleged 


Counterfeiter's Den, 


Large Number of Pieces of Copper, 
Brus and Alloy Found, Showing 


Counterfeiters Had Been There. 


The worken who are engaged in 


demolishing the old building on West" 
Fourth street, near Market, In which 
a secret cellar, furnaces, etc,, had 
been found, as reported in the Daily 
Times a few weeks ago, have since 
unearthed some small pieces of metal, 
consisting of brass, copper, lead and 
alloy. This Is pretty strong circum- 
stantial evidence'that this may at 
sometime have been the secret cham- 
ber of a gang of counterfeiters. 
The 


arrangement of the furnaces would 
indicate that some man possessing 
considerable inventive 
genius had 


controlled'-.the planning of same. 
Some of the walls have been torn out, 
while the remainder were left in po- 
sition; forming part of the founda- 
tion ..for the new structure. The 
theory has been advanced that this 
was put in and used as a bakery. 
This would doubtless be plausible if 
the ovens were large enough for that 
purpose..but the oven used by the 
baker are" usually from four to six 
feet wide and from six to eight feet 
long while the ovens here were only 
two and one-half by three feet,'p08si- 
bly not so large size that would not 
be practical for the use of a baker. 
The extreme beat to which these 
furnaces "have been subjected, the 
secrecy in building, the peculiar de- 
sign, false doors and fire-places, the 
finding of the kind of material used 
in the manufacture] of spurious coin 
would all indicate that it had been 
built and used for that purpose.
